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CHOOSING THE SITE 


The lot should be carefully chosen with a full knowledge of comparative values, of the accessibility of water, 
light, gas, sewers, of taxes, of assessments for improvements such as paving, bridges, etc. ... The builder 
should inform himself on the zoning plan in the neighborhood in which he plans to build. Property is depre- 
ciated or enhanced in value simply by the type of building that goes on adjacent to it... . The builder 
must view his lot as a whole — how well it will landscape. He must consider if the soil is good, the drainage 
is adequate. The relation of garage, walks, drives, etc., should be thought out ahead of time. . . . The lot 
should face in a direction that will secure the full advantage of present buildings, and those that may be 
built, also to get all possible view and sunlight. The way the house should face should be considered .. . for 
instance in most states the morning sun is desired in the dining room and kitchen, the afternoon shade on 
some porch or the living room. . . . Trees should always be saved if at all possible . . . the same for shrubs, 
et cetera. It is always easy to cut down a tree but it takes many years to grow one. They will frame the 
house, shelter it from sun and wind, and are beautiful in themselves. 


HOW TO BEGIN 


Building a house is no simple undertaking. The builder should take long to consider it. After he has looked 
over all the possibilities that have interested him he should stop and do some candid thinking. He should 
write down the schedule of essential elements of his home, and also those that are non-essential but desir- 
able. The exterior medium should be determined upon, the number of rooms, and the size and shape of 
lot considered. Until he can do this it is useless to proceed. . . . The quality of materials to be used, the 
size of the building itself, and the cost are the three variables that he should base his decisions upon. 


FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE 


One should never hesitate building because he has not on hand enough cash to finish the job. Few houses 
are built with cash today. Even men of unlimited means borrow on their home property because the rate 
they pay is lower than what they can make with the money themselves. . . . In case financial assistance is 
required the proper move to make is to consult a reliable mortgage loan firm and have them advise the 
amount of money they will loan on your lot and home. One must be in full possession of the land on which 
it is proposed to build the house, and the land must be free and clear of any mortgage; or there must be 
an agreement by which the mortgage on the land can be paid off immediately so that the building and 
permanent mortgage loan may take its place as a first mortgage. The plans one presents must be complete 
ones indicating that the house will be a sound real estate value. This is the Universal Plan Service's chief 
feature. Every plan indicates a well constructed, efficiently planned home that will maintain its value as 


an investment. 


THE CONTRACTOR 

When sure that the building can be financed, take the plans to contractors and get competitive bids, at 
the same time seeing the type of work each contractor has done. Require the contractor to furnish a bond 
and to enter into a written contract setting forth a fixed price, the system of payment, how claims for 
extras are to be handled with a definite statement of the work included. The contract will save money dis- 
putes and possible law suits.
